7,8(M,87C pieces, were received, ex- 
amined and retired In the oflice during 
the year. 

Of these securities the amounts re- 
tired In the various classes were as 
follows : Pre-war ■ loans, ?3i000,840 ;

Some of the 
organizations allied with the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration have 
sent clothing for distribution in 
Russia, but these contributions, big 
as they are, have been "only a drop 
in tho bucket". 

To overcome these conditions, the 
American Relief Administration has 
initiated a Clothing Remittance 
system operating In every way like 
the now famous Hoover Food Re- 
mittance. Tho Clothing Remittance 
costs 120. and each clothing pack- 



age contains aufflcient material for 
a suit or dress and four suits of 
ynderwear for ,maa or woman or' 
two children. The Items Include 
4 2-3 yards of EC-Inch 20-ounce 
dark blue wool cloth; 4 yards of 36-. 
inch black cotton lining; 8 yards of 
^7-Inch flannel; 16 yards of un- 
.bleached musllnj and buttons and 
thread to make up the garments;, 
when the money Is received at

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NEW VARIETY TAKINQ PLACE 

OF DISEAaE-AFFECTED CANE 

Five years ago the sugar piauta- 
tions of Porto Rico were threatened 
with disaster because of tho sudden 
uppearance r.nd tho rapid spread ot a 
serious disease known us yellow 
stripe, or mosaic dlseose, ond the 
planters appealed to tho United States 
department of agriculture for help. In- 
vesllgators sent to tho island by the 
bureau of plont Industry to cooperate 
with the insular and federal experi- 
ment stations there soon discovered 
that a variety ot cane known as Kav. 
angiro then being grown only in ex- 
perimental plants, seemed to be im- 
mune to ♦he disease, which was at- 
tackltrg praclIc^Uy eveiy other va-'cty 
grown In Porto Rico. 

Kavaaglre cane Is grown commer- 
cially in- the .argentine, and through 
the offectlvT coopeniCrn of th« direc- 
tor of the Tucuman agricultural ex- 
periment ataUon the department nmde 
arrangements for an Immediate ship- 
ment oL 6 tons of seed cane of that 
variety to Porto Rico. The cane was 
packed In charcoal In barrels and 
shipped about the middle of July. 1919, 
arriving on the Island early In Sep- 
tember. This Is probably the longest 
houl of seed cane In large quontlty 
ever made. 

The immuna cane was growu by 
the federal and Insular experiment 
stations for the purpose of Incroatuiig 
tho quantity t^t seed cane. Later inls 
I was distabuted to each of the cen- 
trala on the Isiand. and a recent fu: ort 
I dhows that it has been giving very 
good results. One of tho stations had 
500 acreB of Kavaugire this year and 
IH planning to increase to 1,000 acres 
next year. Another lias 200 acres In 
one valley and conalderabic plantlnss 
"in other districts. About half of the 
cane acroago In this localily i» now 
out of cane because of tho mosaic dis- 
ease and only the new varietv will 
be planted hereafter.
